Y ale-Princeton F o o tb a ll M a tch . 
New Y ork, Novem ber 28th.—The great 
annual Y ale-Princton football gam e took 
place at the Polo Grounds yesterday after­ 
noon. 
It brought together the largest 
crowd which has ever visited the Polo 
Grounds. 
The assem blage num bered over 
11,000. 
There were over 10,000 present at 
an early hour yesterday. 
Fifth avenue 
was tilled with four-in-hands, loaded down 
with Princeton, Yale, Columbia, Harvard, 
Dartmouth and W esleyan College students, 
shouting their respective college cries. The 
grand stand and open stands were packed 
all around, and in the field stood a great 
crowd, eight or ten deep, and a triple row 
of carriages, coaches and stages, nil pro­ 
fusely decked either w ith orange and black 
or blue, surm ounted by a num ber o f 
healthy, bright-looking,¡anxious and noisy 
young m en. 
There was an unusually 
large num ber o f ladies present. 
The game 
began at 2:40 p. m . 
Princeton played a 
better gam e than Y ale m ost o f the tim e. 
Site excelled in tackling, passing and kick­ 
ing. 
Y ale was quite her equal in running 
and m ore than her equal in w eight and 
strength. 
Coxe, the 247-pounder o f Yale, 
proved a very useful 
man in all the 
struggles. 
The finest individual playing of 
the gam e was done by Terry, o f Yale, whose 
running was splendid, Moffat, next to him , 
excelling in quick and sure punting to long 
distances, and in passing and running. 
Referee Appleton, o f Harvard, had his 
hands full, so hot were the scrimmages. So 
close and exciting was th egam eatu ll points 
that it looked as though it would result in 
a general row. particularly as Princeton ob­ 
jected to the referee’s decisions, on the 
ground that he favored Yale. 
M any out­ 
siders shared this opinion. 
T he gam e was 
a very hard-fought contest from the begin­ 
ning to the end. 
In one o f the num erous 
scrim m ages, Captain Richards, o f Yale, lay 
underneath a pile of struggling players 
w ith the hall clasped in his arms, and when 
the m en separated it was discovered that 
Richards was badly hurt. 
IDs lips were 
drawn wide apart, show ing liis teeth, tightly 
clenched; his face was w hite a?, chalk ; his 
hands wandered up and down his body, 
heating and pressing it and tearing his 
shirt. 
Suddenly lie threw out his arms, 
tore h im self away from those w ho were 
supporting him , and rolled over on his 
stom ach, rubbing his face into the m uddy 
turf as though seeking for a soft spot in a 
pillow . 
In an instant ho was on his hack 
again, clutching liis breast and gasping as 
though each breath was to he his last. 
It 
was a silent and frightened pack that 
walked 
nervously 
back 
and 
forth 
near 
him . 
Pie 
was 
carried 
off 
the 
field 
and 
a 
doctor 
sum m oned, 
when it was found that he had dislocated a 
thigh hone. 
Still the game went on. Yale 
secured the goal and Princeton a touch­ 
dow n. 
Then the real struggle o f the day 
began. 
T he players began to look like men 
fresh from a real battle. 
Big Peters of 
Yale, and Adam s o f Princeton, looked like 
butchers. 
Their dirty canvas jackets and 
knickerbockers were streaked and flecked 
with blood. 
A ll the men were tattered and 
muddy, and nearly 
all 
had 
bleeding 
wounds or bruises show ing am id the dirt 
crusted on their heads and faces. It became 
too dark to play further, so the gante was 
called. 
The referee reserved his decision, 
though the cr.w d thought Y ale had won 
by a score o f <i to 4. 
Later in the evening 
representatives of both teams m et Referee 
Appleton at th e 4 Fifth-avenue H otel, w ho 
after an hour spent in consultation, finally 
decided to call the gam e a draw. 
The 
referee said to your reporter: 
“ Properly 
speaking Yale won the game, hut on a 
mere technicality I was forced to call the 
contest a draw. 
T he rule calls fur two full 
three-quarter-hour innings to ho played. 
T his rule was not com plied w ith. 
I am 
com pelled to decide as I have done.” 
The 
Yale m en say they w ill bring the matter 
up in the annual Convention, which prob­ 
ably w ill he held at the Fifth-avenue Hotel 
next W ednesday. 
T hey are confident the 
gam e will be decided in their favor. 
They 
appeared very m uch displeased w ith the 
verdict of the referee.

New Y ork, November 28th.—There was 
a scene at the house No. 40 Third street 
yesterday.

T he old m an told the follow in g: 
• My son Charley is at the bottom o f it all. 
H is brothers are decent young men, w hile 
he is a thief and a vagabond o f the worst 
sort. 
H e has been a drunkard for years, 
and has done nothing for a living. 
This 
gold watch w hich I wear lias been stolen 
no less than six tim es and pawned by him . 
f had him sent to the penitentiary several 
times, hut it did no good. 
In 1874 he and 
tw o other thieves robbed the house w hile 
m ost o f the fam ily were in the country. 
He was sent to the State Prison for tw o 
y.-ars and a half. 
I m oved to a farm in 
Westfield, N. J., where m y son H enry has 
since lived. After Charley got out o f prison 
he w ent to W estfield and made all o f our 
lives miserable. 
One day he demanded 
$100. 
H e said he wanted to get married. 
I refused to give him the m oney. 
H e then 
got a knife and tried to kill m e. 1 knocked 
him down with a stick of wood. 
H e lay 
still, pretending to be seriously hurt, but 
when I turned m y back he jum ped up. got 
a shotgun and chased m e down a hill and 
fell, when the stock o f the gun was broken. 
I drove him off the farm w ith a fence rail, 
and had him arrested. 
H e swore that lie 
would he good for one year. I gave hint $50 
and he got married. Then he knocked down 
a man named McMurray and robbed him : 
he also robbed a Louse in W estfield and 
was indicted for ir. 
i got him oui o f trou­ 
ble and sent him i i California. 
H e came 
hack last June and w ent to live with his 
wife in Newark. 
I have had to support 
them . 
Yesterday H enry cam e to this city 
from W estfield. 
1 n.skeu him to stay over 
until to-day. 
Charlie cam e to the house 
last night, got into the basement and picked 
up a carving-knife. 
H e put it under his 
coat, went up stairs where m y other sons 
were talking witli me 
ami 
demanded 
m oney. 
Moses 
noticed a knife-handle 
sticking out front under (’harlie’s coat, and 
asked him what he was going to do with 
the knife. 
I took cut m y pistol, which 1 
have carried in m y pocket lately. 
Charlie 
wanted to fight a duel witli m e if I would 
give him another pistol. 
H e promised to 
go hack to Newark if we would give him a 
d 'liar. 
W e gave him the m oney, and he 
went away. 
T his m orning he cam e hack 
again and wanted more m oney. 
Moses 
went into the bath-room, and Charlie went 
after him . 
Moses called out that Charlie 
had a carving-knife. 
H enry and 1 went to 
help Moses. 
T he boys got hold o f Char­ 
lie's arms. 
I thought m y tim e had com e 
to defend m yself against the black-hearted 
rascal, and I shot at him , hut instead of 
shooting him I hit Ilenry.

can catch Charlie I w ill try to have him 
sent to prison again.”

nowhere in it a generous, n o lle or pictur­ 
esque incident. 
If one desires to build up 
a transforming legend and to perpetuate 
the romance of a bygone literary fashion, 
iie can do so only by suppressing the facts 
and elaborating the m yth in the direction 
of a tawdry and 
foolish sentim entality. 
W hether or not, as Doe said, the truth is 
everything in a biography, justice has a 
supreme right there as elsewhere ; i do not 
mean the justice that is expressed in ver­ 
dicts, but that ideal justice which, however 
obscured or lost or overborne it may be, by 
ilit* intrusion of extraneous influences, is 
nevertheless discem able in human affairs, 
and brings about a certain consistency in 
life and character. 
Sh elley’s youth was 
full 
of 
error, 
and 
at 
liis 
death 
his 
name 
was 
held 
in 
dishonor; 
but, the nobility of his nature always re­ 
m aining undefiled, ruin could not touch 
him nor sham e live beside liis grave. 
If 
Poe, on the other hand, was the victim , 
lie was also the servant, as he was the 
poet, of the evil gods ; and the sam e con- 
isteney, the same ideal justice, working 
itself out to a different end, is to be seen 
iu his life as in Sh elley’s. 
It is not the 
career o f a youth 
between 
the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-five that has been so 
m inutely exam ined in this paper; it is 
rather the sow ing-tim e o f a man o f genius, 
whose harvest proved so black a growth 
that it is deemed hardly natural. 
But so 
far from learning to credit any part of the 
legend that strives to turn Poe into tlie 
object of an exceptional fatality, one rises 
from the exhaustive study of liis days from 
birth to death, w ith only the more pro­ 
found convictions 
that nothing but 
a 
man’s own acts can plunge him into the 
worst of life.— [G .

It w ill be sufficient for all the 
purposes o f this ease to say that, in the or­ 
dinary understanding of the word, a news­ 
paper is a publication w hich usually con­ 
tains, among other things, what is called 
the general news, the current news or the 
news of tlie day, and nothing w hich does 
not usually contain such news, and is in­ 
tended for general circulation, is a news­ 
paper in the ordinary sense of the word. 
Such a newspaper is a publication adapted 
to tlie general reader. 
Now, in the ab­ 
sence of some controlling consideration to 
the contrary, the statute is to he taken to 
have used the word newspaper in this, its 
ordinary sense, or 41 according to th e com­ 
mon or approved usage of the language 
and when the object of the publication of 
a summons is considered, the reasonable­ 
ness of such a construction of the word 
newspaper as requires the publication to 
he made where it w ill be lik ely to m eet 
llie eye o f the general reader is quite ap­ 
parent.— [M innesota Supreme Court.

English girls are wearing long New­ 
markets, ulsters, and pelisses of Indian red 
stockinette trimmed with natural beaver 
or shaded red marabout bands. En suite 
are Tam O’Shanter or Henry III. caps of 
dark red velvet and muds to correspond. 
These caps are a revival of the Kob Koy 
and Glengarry caps in vogue three years 
ago, but the new models are modilied in 
shape, and are invariably made of plush 
or velvet. 
They are also worn without the 
extremely long full plumes which formerly 
weighed them, clusters of ostrich tips, 
feather ¡tom-jtons, and aigrettes now being 
Biilistituted. 
Added to the varied and at­ 
tractive list of winter cloaks, pelisses, 
Spanish mantles, Russian circulars, redin­ 
gotes and other long and luxuriant wraj« 
now on exhibition, are shown a number of 
shorter garments which are considered 
very stylish, and are really more appro­ 
priate for full-dress wear than the very 
long wraps which so completely hide the 
rieli toilet lieneath. Among these are 
visites, French jackets, and English coats 
made of the richest frise velvet, brocaded 
ottomans, plush, or satin brocade. Che­ 
nille fringes, headed by marabout, ostrich 
feather 
hands, and 
headed applhpies 
In massive and brilliant patterns, deco­ 
rate these costly garments. 
Many have 
the fronts longer than the backs, the 
former being often one solid mass of 
trimming. One of the most graceful and 
elegant of the short winter wraps is the 
JRenelcha visite, which has a jacket-shaped 
front with tabs, the trimmings so arranged 
as to form a vest. 
The back is open in 
the middle seam of the skirt portion, to 
the waist, and the sleeves arc inserted full 
in Japanese shape. The model of this kind 
is made of wine-colored ottoman, brocaded 
with dark wine-velvet roses in a raised de­ 
sign. The garniture is of ruby Zihlinette 
liands and double fringes of silk chenille. 
Tthe wrap is lined with gold-colored surah 
ever a comfortable eider-down wadding, 
'.jlie vest portion is handsomely trimmed 
with a silk and bead embroidery. 
In the 
jlatter of walking boots the purists lead 
tbe van. 
Nothing could be simpler nor 
More absolutely unadorned than the foot 
covering par excellence of to-day. No fancy 
work, embroidery, stitching, heading, or 
even irrelevant fancy buttons are visible. 
The boot is ornamental only in its quality, 
1s of kid, the tinest and softest. The 
toe portion is Ytiomy yet shapely. The heel, 
with not a suggestion of the “ 1 reneh 
Lend” about it, is yet graceful, and the 
sole of the foot is broad enough to allow 
the girl of the period to “ set down her^ 
foot” emphatically without a wince, or to 
promenade without having to stop at every 
other shop window, apparently to admire 
the display within the glass-bound case, 
but in reality to give a rest to the pinched 
and rebellious foot.—[New York l'ost. 
At this time of the year it is very useful 
to know how to renew old dresses and 
make them look tasteful, and we do not 
think we can do better than give you a 
couple of models. 
For instance, if you 
have an old flowered, *}>oUed or strijied 
dress, make this into a plain round skirt, 
with a single plaiting at the bottom. 
And 
then, for the over-dress, take plain mate­ 
rial (whether old or new it matters not), 
and make this into a high pointed bodice, 
and a plain full skirt, open in front, and 
drawn back on each side under the skirt, 
pannier style. 
Round the neck you will 
then drape a pavsanne fichu, made of the 
same material, which you will fasten in 
front with a bow of ribbon, and you will 
make cuffs to match fur the sleeves. To 
enlarge a dress that has become too tight, 
ui>en it in front from neck to foot, and cut 
away the buttons and buttou-holcs of the 
l>odice. Then till in the whole open space 
witli a plastron of velvet, or better still, 
of small pinked-out flounces of some light 
material ; the skirt plastron will take the 
shape of an apron, being wider at the top 
than at the waist, and the bodice part also 
w ill bo wide at the shoulders and taper to 
the waist. The plastron, whether of velvet 
or of frills, will he invisibly hooked to 
each side of the dress. The latter style is 
even prettier than the first, and both, when 
made up, look new and stylish, and not in 
the least like the usually patched appear­ 
ance of renovated dresses. 
If the sleeves 
and upper part of the bodice be worn out, 
while the lower part remains good, you 
may cut the lower part into the shape of a 
Swiss bodice, making l*>tli top and bottom 
very pointed back and front, and the upper 
part may be substituted by another mate­ 
rial, which will take the shape of a full 
liodice, and long sleeves or a shawl-like 
fichu, and short sleeves for evening wear, or 
a tight bodice, with lace cap and elbow 
sleeves, for day or evening.—[(iodcy for 
December. 
The magnificent figured and flowered 
fabrics now turned out in such profusion 
arc a perilous temptation to many for 
whom they are not at all a suitable pro­ 
vision. 
Figured desigus of all kinds, un­ 
less very small, change their form often, 
are very conspicuous, and require special 
manipulations to have them becoming. 
Women with small incomes, therefore, who 
must dress within them, must, as a rule, 
avoid them, no matter how fashionable 
they are. 
For these, the soft silks and 
plain satins, the ottomans and the radzi- 
luirs, which can he easily put into such 
graceful forms and enriched with lace, 
handsome hut not expensive, are a real 
boon. There are various ways in which 
the large figured stuffs are used, and some 
of them are especially adapted to the splen­ 
did designs in which all the tints of a 
gorgeous sunset or a golden autumn seem 
enshrined. 
The great art in the use of 
these is to so combine the figured with the 
plain stulls, and so balance both, that the 
costume will preserve its equilibrium and 
harmonv of parts as of colors. Sonic have 
the front of tin» skirt composed of the 
flowered goods, also the plastron, or, as it 
used to he called, the stomacher.

manv ways in which methods can he sim­ 
plified or elaborated in order to suit needs 
and purposes. This winter very elegant 
costumes have the entire train made of 
magnificent brocade, or Irise velvet, the 
fronts being usually embroidered or formed 
of masses of satin and lai-e. * >ne superb 
dross, made for a grand entertainment re- 
ocntlv, was of ivory Genoa velvet, the 
train’ lined with white sating plaiting, the 
front of richest white satin, covered with a 
deep curtain of Duchcssc lace drawn to 
one side and loo’ied up with a group of 
ivory ostrich feathers fastened with a dia­ 
mond aigrette. 
A new way of accentuat­ 
ing leaf and other floral designs is to out­ 
line them hv hand with an embroidery of 
gold or pearl beads and chenille. Of course 
steel and iridescent beads can be Used, and 
here is an almost infinite range for taste 
and ingenuity. Some clever women ap­ 
plique designs upon plain cloths for parts 
of costumes with very good effect, and as 
wide stripes have appeared again, others 
remodel plain drosses by striping the front 
with velvet or satin ribbon, or wide flat 
braid, and closely chain-stitched at tin 
edges.—[ 1 Vmorest for I ksx-jnber. 
Costumes are fashioned to give an aji- 
pearance of excessive length to the waist, 
ikreases are worn much tighter than they 
have been for some years and waspish 
waists are quite in vogue, to which the _ 
immense tournuros seem to lend an ox.'ig- i 
gcrated slenderness, 
velvet or of figured goods, are almost 
plain. Two, three, or even four rows of 
narrow side-plaiting arc placed around the 
bottom, so deeply overlapping one another 
that the edge.- merely are visible. Above 
these is smoothly drawn the skirt proper, 
which is entirely distinct from the lining, 


jaunty and pleasing. Plain worsted goods 
have often a single narrow plaiting at the 
bottom of the skirt and a full round skirt 
above, with tucks two or three inches wide j 
and about the same distance apart. This j 
is an old style revived, but it is very much 
worn at present. Drapery is very full, and 
is still hooped very far back behind the 
hips. 
W ith the tucked skirts mentioned 
above, the overdress is usually a polonaise 
with a plain, long, round skirt, very full at 
the bottom and caught up very high on 
the sides in plaits, which are fastened on 
the track seams of the polonaise. 
It 
should be made to hoop a little at the 
back, where it bangs in perpendicular 
folds nearly to the bottom of the dress. 
Vests are quite as much worn as during 
the summer, but the loose bouflant fronts 
are fast disappearing. The rage for them 
was too violent to be lasting, and a modi­ 
fied form has now succeeded. W ith a 
velvet vest the silk, satin, or worsted goods 
is laid in numerous plaits at the shoulder, 
and thence extends to the bottom of the 
corsage, where it is smoothly and regularly 
arranged in folds, while across the bust it 
lies in negligent, unstudied fullness, making 
one think of the waists which our grand­ 
mothers used to wear. 
The corsage is very 
short, and is often slashed behind in three 
places to the waist, witli the three leaf­ 
shaped pendants finished with a single or 
double fold of satin. 
A polonaise back is 
often seen with a short pointed corsage in 
front. 
Be it understood that a “ back ” 
now means only what extends from the 
two middle pieces of the waist. Fcr a 
polonaise, triple box-plaits fall thence in 
smooth, unbroken folds to the bottom of 
the skirt, and the apron overskirt or 
panels, or whatever may be the trimming 
in front must extend to these back seams. 
Overdresses are very bouflant around the 
hips, but they are disposed in folds or 
plaits, as loopings and puffs have almost 
disappeared.—[ Paris Correspondent. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
A wise housekeeper is careful where she 
keejis her flour, for she knows it Is more 
readily tainted than milk. 
Clear boiling water will remove tea 
stains. 
Pour the water through the stains, 
and thus prevent them spreading over the 
fabric. 
Boiled starch can be much improved by 
the addition of a little sperm or a little 
salt, or both, or a little dissolved gum 
arabic. 
Cold rain water and soap will take out 
machine grease, where other means would 
not lie advisable on account of colors run­ 
ning, etc. 
The liest lung protectors are dry feet and 
warm, comfortable body clothing, no ex­ 
posure, and an abundance of sleep and rest, 
and no late suppers or dissipation. 
When acid has lieen dropped on any 
article of clothing, liquid ammonia will 
kill the acid, and then by applying chlo­ 
roform you will restore the color in most 
cases. 
- 
An uncomfortably tight shoe may lie 
made perfectly easy by laying a cloth wet 
in hot water across where it pinches, 
changing several times. The leather will 
shape itself to the foot. 
Kerosene will soften leather belts or 
beats that have become hard from expos­ 
ure or use around the wash-room. Good 
for the harness when hard from rain or 
dampness. 
Wash with ..arm WAier, i.lien 
grease with good animal oil. 
W hite 
muslin tidies with pictures 
worked in outline stitch are very pretty, 
and one docs not tire of them unless the 
design lie grotesque. Scroll work is the 
best of all, and if the colors be nicclv 
blended its effect Is charming. 
Serviceable napkin rings are crocheted 
out of old-gold macreme cord, and are 
made glossy and stiff by an application of 
varnish. 
Work baskets and waste-paper 
baskets are made in the same way and 
brightened by bows of ribbon or velvet. 
An old Derby hat may Ik? converted into 
a dainty work basket. Cover the outside 
with shirred satin of any color, and re a 
broad band of the same about the ' 'own, 
with a how and ends on one side. 
Line 
the inside with any pretty material, and 
make a handle of twisted ribbon. 
A handsome whisk-broom holder for the 
parlor hall may be made of a double 
thickness of cardboard cut into a star and 
covered with a piece of plain or brocaded 
velvet or satin. 
The back is lined with 
silesia or muslin, and a brass hook isplaeed 
on one of the points. 
A ribbon loop, end­ 
ing in a bow, serves to hang it on the wall. 
Potato fritters are very nice for supper, 
and are made in these proportions: Three 
large potatoes and three eggs, two table- 
sjKionfuIs of cream; boil the potatoes and 
beat them until they are light; licat the 
eggs very light, and mix them with the 
potatoes, add salt to your taste, beat the 
cream in last, mold the potatoes into round 
balls, sift flour over then), and fry until 
brown in hot lard ; drain them on a napkin 
la-fore serving. 
To make liquid glue—To one box of 
borax, in a pint of boiling water, add two 
ounces of shellac, and boil till the shellac 
is dissolved. 
Another—Dissolve 
eight 
ounces of the liest glue in half a pint of 
water; that being done, add slowly and 
keep stirring two and one-half ounces of 
strong aquafortis; keep corked ready for 
use. Another—A useful glue for fastening 
pajiers together, only by being wetted by 
the tongue is made as follows: Dissolve 
one pound of glue or gelatine in water, and 
half a pound of blown >ugar, and boil them 
together. 
Make into cakes by pouring 
into shapes. 
11 becomes solid when cold.—

When necessary 
for astringency, a small quantity of finely 
powdered tannin may be mixed with a lit­ 
tle of it. 
If the hands are rough, or 
eh appeal, or cracked, wash them at night 
with mild soap, and after wiping,rub them 
thoroughly with a trifle of the glycerine 
ointment, just enough to have them en­ 
tirely, but lightly, smeared ; then wipe 
tii :a off so a. not to soil the bedding or 
garments; and in the morning they will 
lie a- s ift and smooth as a kid glove. 
It is 
also good to soften corns or calloused 
places on the fret. 
For this purpose apply 
a very little of it and cover with thickness 
enougli of cloth to prevent its soiling 
through, as it penetrates most fabrics very 
quickly. 
The non drying, mollient prop­ 
erties of glycerine are generally known. 
Directions.—Take two ounces of oil of 
almonds, half an ounce of spermaceti and 
a drachm (one-eighth of an ounce) of white 
wax, and gently warm them together in 
any earthen vessel, or even in a tin cup. 
Heat only enough to have the sperma­ 
ceti and wax dissolved ; making it too hot 
injures tin- quality. 
As - K in its melted, 
remove from the tire and stir in two ounces 
of genh! glycerine, continuing the stirring 
until cool, w lit-ii it should be of the con­ 
sistency of good lard, cir even stiller. 
For 
hot weather a little larger projiortion of 
wax may be used. 
When about cold stir 
in a drop or two, or more, of oil of roses, 
which will give it a very pleasant odor. 
Half the altove quantities m aybe used if 
for a single person or family. 
Keep it in well-corked vials; those witli 
necks large enough to admit the finger are 
most convenient for use, as well as for get- 
i ting it into them. 
If they are kept well 
. 1 corked, the ointment will remain good and 
fek.rts, when made of j s w o e t f„rsix „lonUl8 to a _vcar 
J f mD(;|, 
(exposed it will liemme a little rancid 
I after a time, especially in hot weather, 
i when it is less agreeable, though still good 
Í to use. 
In a close place it may be kept for 
I several m onths in common earthen jars, 
; if well covered from free access to air.—

In the annual report of General W. B. 
Ilazen, Chief Signal Officer United States 
Array, just issued from the W ar Depart­ 
ment, the following interesting account 
concerning the Greely Arctic Expedition 
is given: 
The general plan for the expedition to 
Lady Franklin Bay rece ¡veil the signature 
of the President the 2Sth of April, and 
the expedition was established by Act of 
Congress approved May 1, 1880. 
It con­ 
templated sending one ship with a small 
party and three years’ provisions to be left 
at their station, and that the ship should 
then be discharged. 
This was to be followed by a supply 
ship the next season, 1882, and by a 
relief ship the second summer, and in case 
it did not reach the station, the party was 
to establish a depot and quarters for the 
winter at Littleton Island, with sufficient 
supplies for both parties, and remain there, 
and not later than September 1st, Lieuten­ 
ant Greely, the Arctic commander, with his 
party, was to begin his retreat, and join 
them for the winter. 
This would require 
sending a ship to Littleton Island the 
fourth year. 
Before Lieutenant Greely's departure 
from Washington I determined upon a 
general plan for carrying out this work, 
after full consultation with him, including 
a plan for the guidance of two proposed 
relief expeditions to sail in 1882 and 1883, 
respectively. 
His general outfit was the 
most complete in all respects ever sent 
into the Arctic seas, and was the result of 
very careful and comprehensive study. 
After arriving at his station. Lieuten­ 
ant Greely wrote out what he deemed a 
more complete plan for his relief, and for­ 
warded it to me, earnestly recommending 
its adoption. 
In its support he used the 
following language: 
“Such action, from 
advice, experience and observations, seems 
to me all that can be done to insure our 
safety. 
No deviation from these instruc­ 
tions should be permitted.” 
I regarded 
that plan as authoritative, coming, as it 
did, from an officer possessing peculiar 
means of knowledge, charged with the 
performance of hazardous duties in an al­ 
most unknown field of operations, and pre­ 
eminently endowed with the qualifications 
that should challenge respect for his judg­ 
ment in such a matter, and it had the 
weight of being of necessity the prear­ 
ranged plan, the violation of which on my 
part nothing could excuse. 
I still hold 
that, in view of all prabable emergencies, 
it was the wisest plan that could possibly 
have been adopted. 
The steam sealer Neptune was dis­ 
patched in 1882 with a proper relief party 
and adequate supplies, in charge of W. M. 
Beebe, Jr., of the general service of the 
army, but failed to reach the station be­ 
cause of impassable ice-barriers. 
After 
watching fur an opening through the solid 
ice of Smith’s Sound and Kane’s Sea until 
the navigable season in that latitude had 
nearly closed, and discovering none, the 
expedition made caches of supplies at the 
most northerly points of iand that it at­ 
tained and then returned to St. Johns. 
The steam sealer Proteus, of St. John’s, 
was chartered by me as the relief ship fur 
1883. That vessel had Dime Lieutenant 
Greely to his station in 18S1, and he had 
afterwards highly recommended her and 
her Captain as in all respects well quali­ 
fied for that duty. The plan of this relief 
expedition was submitted by me to the 
Secretary of War for his approval as early 
as November 1, 1882. 
In the first para­ 
graph of my letter inclosing tiie same I 
wrote as follows: “ 1 have the honor to 
inclose herewith copy of plan for relief ex­ 
pedition of next year for the Arctic party 
at Lady Franklin Buy, which plan Lieu­ 
tenant Greely wished followed in the event 
of a failure to reach him this year. This 
seems to leave us only to follow liis plans.” 
That plan was returned to me without any 
dissent as to its essential features, but with 
the suggestion “ that it would be much de­ 
sirable to endeavor to procure from the 
navy the persons who are needed for this 
relief party.” 
My views as to such sug­ 
gestion were requested, and as they were 
furnished I presumed that they were satis­ 
factory, as it was not insisted on. As a 
measure of precaution, t he Secretary of War, 
on my special application, requested the 
Navy Department to detail a suitable ves­ 
sel of the navy to accompany the relief 
ships as far north as Littleton Island. The 
steamship Yantic, 
Commander 
Frank 
Wilds, United States Navy, was accord­ 
ingly assigned to that duty. She was 
placed in dock and heavily sheathed with 
oak planking, and her battery and ord­ 
nance stores landed, and its was believed 
that she was in all respects thoroughly 
equipped for that special service. 
In view 
of the possible destruction of the Proteus, 
Commander Wildes was ordered to proceed 
as far north as practicable, in order to af­ 
ford succor to her officers and crew in the 
event of such an accident, and he was di­ 
rected to proceed northward through Davis 
Straits, in company with the Proteus if 
practicable, hut not to enter the ice-pack 
or proceed beyond Littleton Island. 
Lieutenant E. A. Garlington, Seventh 
Cavalry, United States army, was assigned 
to the command of the relief party by or­ 
der of the Secretary of War, he having 
volunteered, and being recommended as a 
suitable officer for that service by the Gen­ 
eral commanding the Department of Da­ 
kota, where he had been stationed for 
several years. 
Lieutenant Garlington’s 
instructions embodied the plan of Lieuten­ 
ant Greely, and he was ordered to follow it 
closely. 
He was informed that he would 
be accompanied by a ship of the United 
States navy, the Yantic, as far as Littleton 
island, to render him such aid as slight 
become necessary and as might lie deter­ 
mined by tiie (,’aptain of that ship and 
himself when on the spot. 
The relief expedition, consisting of those 
vessels, sailed from St. Johns, in company, 
on June 29th, and voluntarily separated on 
the same d ay ; the Proteus on her arrival 
at Godhavn being five days in advance of 
the Yantic. They were again in company 
at tiie last-named point on July l ” tb. and 
remained together there until July 16th, 
when the Proteus again proceeded north­ 
ward alone, and seven days later was 
crushed in the ice-pack of Smith’s sound 
and sunk with nearly all her stores. 
At 
the time of the sinking of the Proteus off 
Cajie Sabine, on July 23d, the Yantic, that 
was ordered to he at Littleton island, if 
practicable, to meet just such an emer­ 
gency, the designated reserve ship of the 
expedition, was distant from Littleton 
island more than 1,000 miles. 
Lieutenant Garlington, on the day suc­ 
ceeding the wreck, proceeded witli the re­ 
lief party to Life-Boat Cove, near Little­ 
ton Island, and without halting to await 
the arrival of his reserve ship, set out at 
once southward in small boats, carrying off 
witli him full rations for thirty-seven men, 
for forty days at least, living three-fourths 
of the provisions saved f r o m the wreck, 
leaving less than one-fourth cached for 
Greely and liis party of twenty-five at 
Cape Sabine. 
Lieutenant Garlington and p-rty board­ 
ed the Yantic at Upemavik on September 
2d. She had arrived at Littleton Island 
on August 3d, only five days after the re­ 
lief party had left that vicinity, and started 
southward on the same day, without leav­ 
ing one ration out of her superabundant 
stores for Lieutenant Greely and liis party. 
The Yantic returned to St. Johns on 
September 13th. 
This abandonment of Lieutenant Greely 
and his party to probable starvation, by 
officers whose only mission in those waters 
w a s to succor them, displayed a lamentable 
disregard of grave responsibilities. 
When the convoy was met it was but 
three days steaming from Littleton Island, 
fully stored with supplies out of which 
ample provision for Lientcnant Greely and 
the relieving party could have been made, 
supplemented by those at Cape Sabine and 
Littleton Island, and it was comparatively 
in the early season. 
Yet the convoy did 
not return to leave succor, nor did the 
commander of the relief, Lieutenant Gar­ 
lington, demand it. 


Immediately upon the return of the 
ships to St. Johns this bureau did all in 
■ its power to have other ships at once scut 
; from that point, but was unsuccessful, after 
having been assured that it would be done. 
; It is now almost certain that had any of 
these steps been taken loss of life and’dis- 
aster would have been averted, and the 
cost of a ship 
from Ft. Johns last 
autumn would have been but a small part 
of the expense of the final relief. * * * 
Lieutenant Greely carried out his in­ 
structions literally, as this bureau had also 
carried out the prearranged plan. 
Leav­ 
ing his station within the prescribed time, 
he brought liis party, records and instru­ 
ments for final comparison, to Cape Sabine, 
in its retreat without loss, all in sound 
health and under' wholesome discipline. 
Landing at Baird Inlet on September 29th, 
after having been adrift for a month in the 
ice-pack of Kane’s Sea and Smith’s Sound, 
Lieutenant Greely found himself in a des­ 
perate condition. lie had at that time one 
boat and 
about 
twenty days’ rations. 
Upon the return of two men sent to Cape 
Sabine he learned of the loss of the Pro­ 
teus, and ascertained that some stores were 
cached in that vicinity. 
In like manner 
he found 150 pounds of English meat at 
Cape Isabella. 
Abandoning the winter 
quarters, which iiad been built in the 
meantime, lie moved his party to Camp 
Clay, about four miles northwest of Cape 
Sabine, on the shore of Buchanan strait, 
where the cache of stores from the Proteus 
had been made.%This point was reached 
October 15, 1883, when but ten days’ sun­ 
light remained. On examining the stores 
Lieutenant Greely found 250 rations in the 
English cache at Payer Ilarbor in bad 
condition (except the beef), and 250 ra­ 
tions in good order at the so-called Beebe 
cache. 
In the wreck cache left by Lieu­ 
tenant (iarlington were found 500 rations 
of bread, about 100 rations of meat, a few 
canned vegetables and a large quantity of 
tea. 
At Cape Sabine, abandoned by Cap­ 
tain Pike, was found a quantity of tea and 
about 300 pounds of bread. 
No other pro­ 
visions of any kind were to be found. 
Considerable clothing was found cached 
both at Sabine and Camp Clay, but it had 
been badly damaged by foxes and bears. 
By November 1st. winter quarters had 
been built and all caches and articles 
gathered at Camp Clay. 
A hunting party 
was sent out after seal, and camped in 
Rice’s Straits. 
By November 12th (at 
which time the sun had been gone seven­ 
teen days) the hunting party had returned 
with two small seals, and the party sent to 
Isabella f o r the English 
meat cached 
there had been brought back, having been 
obliged to abandon the meat ¡aid the gin 
in Baird Inlet, owing to complete disabil­ 
ity, by freezing, of one of the men. 
From 
tiie 1st of November the party was put on 
a ration of fourteen ounces, of which less 
than five ounces was meat. The plan 
adopted by Lieutenant Greely contem­ 
plated this ration until March 1st, when 
the remaining provisions would give an in­ 
creased ration for ten days, during which 
he hoped to reach Littleton Island. 
At 
that date his party was still intact, with 
the exception of one, who died of scurvy 
in January. 
Lieutenant Greely had, how­ 
ever, learned early in 
February that 
Smith's Sound was yet open—a condition 
of ailiiirs which continued the entire win­ 
ter and spring. The ration being reduced 
still further, four of the party died from 
insufficient nutriment during the early 
part of April, while another perished in 
an attempt to procure the meat abandoned 
at Baird Inlet the preceding November. 
Twenty-five 
foxes 
and 
alxjut 
sixty 
birds 
were killed during the winter 
and 
spring, 
which 
materially 
as­ 
sisted in sustaining life. 
In the middle 
of the month of April a small bear and 
voting seal were killed, which rendered 
possible a slightly increased ration and 
prevented further immediate deaths. About 
the middle of May the last finid was issued, 
and deaths again commenced. From about 
the middle of March the ration was sup­ 
plemented by minute sea shrimps, which 
were caught in a tidal crack, and later by 
saxafrage and lichens, which, with seal­ 
skin from 
clothes 
and 
sleeping-bags, 
formed the supply of food from the middle 
of May. 
By June 18th but seven of the 
party remained alive, the rest having per­ 
ished by starvation, except Eskimo Jens 
Edward, who was drowned, and Private 
Ilenry, who was executed by order of Lieu­ 
tenant Greely for repeated thefts of food. 
From the middle of April Lieutenant 
Greely’s party looked with longing hope 
toward Littleton Island, trusting that re­ 
lief would come from that quarter. 
From 
that time forward a bread channel, free 
from ice, existed in Smith’s Sound, which 
could have been crossed by strong men, but 
was utterly impassable for 
Lieutenant 
Greely’s party, enfeebled and diminished 
as it was by months of starvation. 
Preparations for the rescue this season 
were timely, the plan being carefully elab­ 
orated by á Board of Officers of the Army 
and Navy. The expedition sailed from 
New York in three ships, the Thetis, Bear 
and Alert, the latter having been given to 
the United States by the Queen of England 
for the purpose, about the 1st of May, un­ 
der Commander IV. S. Schley, of the navy, 
reaching Cape Sabine the 22d of June, 
effecting the rescue of the seven survivors, 
and returning to the United States, reach­ 
ing Portsmouth, N. II., the 1st day of Au­ 
gust, and, with the exception of weakness, 
all in good health. Sergeant Ellison, who 
was frozen in an attempt to secure the pro­ 
visions cached at Isabella, died on the 
home passage, July 6th, after suffering am­ 
putation of all his limbs. The work of 
rescue under Commander Schley was most 
praiseworthy and successful. 
Up to the return of the expedition this 
vear I had hoped there would be no occa­ 
sion for raising the question of blame at 
this or any future time. But now light lias 
been cast upon the subject, and with it my 
duty becomes plain, and the truth of his­ 
tory, and justice to all, calls for such im­ 
partial inquiry and authoritative judgment 
as a tribunal broad enough to embrace the 
whole question shall institute and pro­ 
nounce, and the Congress of the United 
,States is manifestly such tribunal. 
*

The expedition will stand among the 
foremost of its kind. 
It carried its work 
farther north than any other. 
It gained 
detailed geographical knowledge of greater 
breadth in that region than any other. 
It 
brought back more complete data upon 
physical problems than any other. 
It dis­ 
pelled the myths and superstitions of Arctic 
living, and completed in a masterly way 
ali the services it was sent to do, ¡n the ex­ 
act manner as it was arranged, having 
made a clear addition to the sum of human 
knowledge, and returned to the place of 
rendezvous intact and perfect, and it is 
proper that the fault of failure aftewards 
be fully understood. 
Both Lieutenant 
Greely, in the Arctic, and the Signal 
Bureau, in Washington, carried out their 
parts of the prearranged plan of rescue 
literally and successfully in every particu­ 
lar. This plan seemed to he a good one, 
and Lieutenant Greely reiterated it after 
reaching his station and seeing what he 
wanted, and it proved to be good. 
The sinking of the Proteus, which ter­ 
minated this success, which to that time 
was complete and faultless, was an acci­ 
dent for which there may or may not have 
been blame. 
But means to substantially 
restore the losses so incurred had been pro­ 
vided and were at hand. 
The Proteus was 
the best ship with the best Captain for the 
purport? to be had, both being tiie same 
employed by Lieutenant Greely in 1881, 
and she was very perfectly supplied and 
well equipped. She was sent at the exact 
season then lielicved to be the liest for the 
fullest chances of success, and she was ac­ 
customed to Arctic navigation. 
But when 
she sank the full responsibility for what 
followed rested with those on the spot, and 
it becomes necessary, in the fuller lights, 
to discuss it, that censure may not be mis­ 
placed. 
Besides the duty that necessarily 
reposed in the commander present, Lieu­ 
tenant (larlington’s orders read: 
“ A ship 
of the United States Navy, the Yantic, 
will accompany you as far as Littleton 
Island, rendering you such aid as may be­ 
come necessary and as may be determined 
by the Captain of that ship and yourself, 
when on the spot.” 
This was all any com­ 
mander so situated, imbued with a just 
appreciation of his duties and responsibil­ 
ities, could wish. 
Lieutenant Garlington failed when at 
Cape Sabine, Juiy 22d, to replace the 
spoiled parts of the cache of food previ­ 
ously left at Ca¡>e Sabine, as he was order­ 
ed in his instructions to do. 
Lieutenant 
Ctreely says of this in a letter written by 


him for the Chief Signal Officer, April 
30th, supposing himself at the point of 
death, “ had Lieutenant Garlington car­ 
ried out your orders and replaced the 240 
rations rum and 120 alcohol in English 
cache here, and the 210 pounds mouldy 
English bread, spoiled English chocolate 
and potatoes, melted sugar, and the 210 
pounds rotten dog biscuit we would with­ 
out doubt be saved.” 
Lieutenant Garling­ 
ton saved from the wreck about 2,100 ra­ 
tions, they being but a part of those put 
upon the ice and could have been saved, 
which he landed at Cape Sabine. 
These 
rations for Lieutenant Greely’s party were 
priceless, they were worth many human 
lives. 
Of these rations 
he left for 
them about one-fourth 
part, and of 
this but about 
150 pounds of meat, 
taking the 
remainder 
away 
in 
his 
boats for his own use; seeming only to 
limit the quantity taken by the capacity of 
his boats, when his men were strong and 
well, in the summer season, had suffered 
no hardships, were abundantly supplied 
with guns and ammunition, in a region full 
of game and walrus, in the neighborhood 
of the friendly Esquimaux, and with their 
faces set towards plenty. 
A proper appre­ 
ciation of a sacred duty and of his obliga­ 
tion to his trust and to Lieutenant Greely 
would have shown him that two-thirds of 
these stores ought to have lieen left, and 
had this been done Lieutenant Greely says 
his party “ would all have been saved.” 
W ith one-third of the rations taken away 
and other resources at hand, the retreating 
party would have been reasonably safe. 
Besides, the food improvidently used and 
wasted, used for fuel, used to feed to reple­ 
tion a dog, and left to waste in his camps, 
would have saved human lives at Camp 
Clay. 
On reaching Littleton Island it was found 
that its shores were literally lined with 
walrus, while there were in the hands of 
the party fifteen guns and some four or 
five thousand rounds of ammunition ; a bet­ 
ter supply than any expedition ever be­ 
fore had in those regions. 
There is scarcely any room for doubt 
that in a few days the party could have 
killed and packed in snow, ¡vs is often done 
in Dakota, walrus meat eneugh with stores 
in caches in the vicinity, and saved from 
the “ Proteus,” to have supplied the com­ 
bined party of Lieutenants Garlington and 
Greely a wholesome and abundant ration 
for a year. 
Lieutenant Ray says that at Point Bar­ 
row, under like circumstances, his party 
killed walrus enough in one day to have 
supplied his party a year. 
' 
Lieutenant Garlington reports that he 
left Littleton Island with his party for 
the south for the purpose of finding the 
escort ship and returning with it with sup­ 
plies for Lieutenant Greely. 
But when 
lie did reach it, only three days steaming 
from Littleton Island, he made no demand 
to her Captain for her return, while she 
had on board, as also had Governor Elborg 
at Upernavik, ample food available for 
this purpose. 
The order of the Secretary of the Navy 
to the Captain of the escort ship gave him 
latitude to remain at Littleton Island until 
near the close of the season, about Septem­ 
ber 30th, yet with a full knowledge of the 
distressing condition Lieutenm t Greely 
would find himself in, anil the whole plan 
of his rescue being familiar to him, lie 
turned southward at once, a month earlier 
than required by the season, leaving noth­ 
ing for Lieutenant Greely, and so intent 
was lie to get south that he appears to 
have had the intention of leaving Lieu­ 
tenant Garlington’s party behind if not 
found in his path. The tone of this of­ 
ficer’s utterances upon these subjects have 
impressed me with a want of efficient effort 
or intent upon his part to perform his 
duties, disqualifying him for their loyal 
performance.

On the return of the escort ship, bring­ 
ing the relief party to Ft. Johns, Septem­ 
ber 13th, there was still time, as known 
from previous experience and shown by 
subsequent facts, to send effective relief, 
and my six telegrams from Washington 
Territory, where then I happened to he, 
attest the earnestness of my efforts to hive 
this done. 
Besides this, Captain Melville 
and others volunteered to go, giving their 
full plans for the relief. There is scarcely 
any doubt had any one of these five means 
I have pointed out been availed of, the un­ 
told sufferings at Camp Clay last winter 
would have been prevented and the entire 
party saved.m iwr — mm— — h——— 
G uns V ersus A rm o r. 
The recent experiments made at Spezia 
to ascertain the penetrative power of the 
120-ton gun have shown that no armor yet 
made can resist the new steel projectile 
thrown by this monster gun. Targets rep­ 
resenting the armor of the ironclad Italia 
and consisting of thirty-six inches of solid 
iron, with a heavy wooden hacking, were 
completely pierced, the projectile passing 
beyond the target and 
burying 
itself 
deeply in the sand. 
It is true that the 
Italian officers believe that the angle at 
which the casemate armor of the Italia is 
placed would enable it to deflect the shot 
of even the 120-ton gun, and they can con­ 
sole themselves at present with the fact 
that they possess the only guns of that size 
that are afloat. Ftill the fact remains that 
artillery has won another victory over 
armor, and that the great Italian ironclads 
can no longer he held to he invulnerable. 
It seems perfectly clear that the gun 
must always conquer the armor. 
There 
! is a practical limit to the thickness of 
I armor which 
any vessel can he made 
■ to 
carry, 
while • there 
is 
no such 
i limit to the size of guns. 
No matter how 
• thick the armor that may be placed on a 
man-of-war, guns will be built to pierce it. 
The time is evidently coming when armor 
will be abandoned as useless, and the navies 
of the world will consist of uuarmored ves­ 
sels, any one of which can be destroyed by 
a single shell from the enormous guns that 
will be in use by all nations. When that 
day comes no man-of-war will risk a naval 
battle if it can be avoided, for the only 
chance of safety in such a battle will be to 
plant a shot in the enemy’s hull before he 
is ready to fire. The whole duty of a man- 
of-war will be to destroy merchant vessels 
and to keep out of t lie reach of the enemy's 
men-of-war. Speed will be the chief merit 
| of a naval vessel, and a crack ship will not 
' be one which tights successful buttles, but 
one which is most successful in running 
away. Sailors will point proudly to the 
Victory or the Constitution of the future, 
and claim that she has run away from more 
hostile ships than any other vessel afloat, 
and the proudest title that a frigate can 
earn will L>e not the “ unconquerable ” but 
the “ uucatchable.”—[New York Times.

DEMOCRATIC SUCCESS. 


An A ncient P a in tin g.—An encaustic 
painting of Cleopatra is to be. seen at Cor­ 
tona, supposed to date from 28 B. C\, and 
to he the work of Timomakosof Byzantium, 
who went to Egypt and saw the Serpent of 
Old Nile before her death. John Fartain 
writes home the following description: 
“ The famous Queen is depicted with the 
crown of the Ptolemys on her head, .splen­ 
did jewels around her neck, and in her ears 
and on her arms are bracelets similar to 
those found by Schliemann in the tomb of 
Helen of Troy. 
A red mantle gathered in 
a knot on each shoulder covers her right 
breast, hut the left is exposed to the bite of 
the.asp, or, rather, the naja, a small ser­ 
pent native to Africa. Three small scars 
indicate where tiie reptile has already bit­ 
ten, and we see that it is in the act of 
again inserting its fangs. The expression 
of grief and pain is well rendered in her 
face, her tongue is pressed forward against 
the slightly o¡«?ned teeth, the upper lip 
lifted, the lower lip droops. The pupils of 
the eyes are raised until half concealed by 
the upper lids, the escaping tears, the nose 
drawn and narrowed above the nostrils, all 
these express forcibly the mental and bod­ 
ily anguish of the Queen.” 
The picture 
hits been exhaustively criticised by Tanue- 
ci of Pisa, Berni Count Canani (Naples, 
1879), Michael IwanofF in the Nouveau 
Temps of Ft. 1’etersharg (1S81), and by Dr. 
Schooner in the Allgemtinc ¡íeltung (Au­ 
gust, 1882). 
Mr. Fartain proposes to write 
a book about this Cleopatra, with sketches 
of the place where it was found, etc., and 
steel engravings of the picture, and one or 
two other ancient works in encaustic.—

The report of the Secretary of the In­ 
terior is just at hand. 
Mr. Toiler in iiis 
last report stated his belief that it is quite 
possible, with wise and judicious treatment 
of the Indian question, to prevent the re­ 
currence of hostilities between the Indian 
and his white neighbor that has marked 
nearly every year of our history. 
He now 
declares that a year more of experience 
and experiment has convinced him that 
lii- premise is correct, and tlie attainment 
suggested entirely feasible. 
He adheres in 
every particular to the system in favor of 
which he first committed himself. In brief 
this is education of the Indian, giving him 
lauds in severalty, and the agricultural 
means and teachers necee ary to enable 
hint to successfully cultivate the soil. • To 
eea.se recognition of the tribal organiza­ 
tions. To hold the Indian amenable to the 
laws of the whit ■ man. 
During the past 
year his department, in pursuance of the 
first branch of this system, lots established 
five new hoarding schools and twelve new 
day schools. The Government now fosters 
for the Indians on its bounds eighty-one 
boarding, seventy-six day, and six indus­ 
trial or manual schools.

priations have !>een insufficient to do all 
that is needed in this respect, and he has 
l>ecn driven to join hands with several re­ 
ligious and philanthropic bodies in the 
work.

IRRIGATION REPORT. 


We have received advance sheets of 
“ Part O ne” of the forthcoming report of 
.the State Engineer, W illiam Hammond 
Hall, upon the important subject of irriga­ 
tion. 
To the consideration of it, the force 
of the Engineering Department of the 
State Government has had its whole atten­ 
tion directed for over three years, and in 
great part ever since its establishment, 
eight years ago. 
It is unlike what was 
anticipated on the basis of similar reports, 
for the forthcoming book will be a treatise, 
not only on methods and possibilities, but 
upon the laws governing water rights, ways 
and distribution in this and all other civ­ 
ilized countries for ages, and will be found 
to be exhaustive of the whole subject, over 
which there is now such a bitter contest as 
to the conflicting rights of riparian owners 
and appropriatois. 
We are not enabled 
now to announce the conclusions at which 
the Engineer Department has arrived. 
We must await more careful examination 
of the document, 
and 
probably the 
Issuance of 
all 
the 
pages 
of 
the 
book, to ascertain precisely what recom­ 
mendations 
are to 
be 
presented to 
the Legislature. 
As we have said, there 
is a hot contention at this time, and a mar­ 
shaling of forces on either side on this 
question hy the parties to two widely dif­ 
fering systems. 
Not even the decisions of 
the Court of last resort in the .State are 
accepted as a settlement of the issue in 
favor of the common law doctrine, upon 
which riparian dwellers found their claims 
and base their protest against diversion. 
The State must hy its •legislative arm in­ 
terfere and set up a policy relative to the 
distribution of waters available for irriga­ 
tion. 
But how the State i« to do this with 
justice to all claimants is the present prob­ 
lem, since it seems scarcely conceivable 
that a general system can he adopted into 
the policy of the State which will not 
work hardship to riparian rights. 
A Con­ 
vention is about to l.e held to consider all 
these matters. 
We hope for good results 
from it, and while exceedingly favorable 
to these consultations of the 
eoplc, we 
confess that we do not look fo r immediate 
beneficial results, nor for a discussion of 
the question in all its phases, since the 
call appears to be addressed mainly to 
those holding to a given line of ixilicy. 
Whatever it may decide or suggest will but 
represent the majority sentiment present 
and that must 
be 
influenced by the 
preconceived 
ideas 
of the 
delegates 
based 
upon 
self-interest. There could

“ It is true that the debt is due to depend­ 
ent and weak people who have but little 
disposition to complain of the neglect of 
the Government to fulfill its obligations, 
and are wanting in ability to compel the 
performance thereof; yet their very weak­ 
ness and lack of disposition to complain 
ought to stimulate the Government to 
saeredlv perform all the provisions of 
treaties providing for the education and 
advancement of these people. 
Not only a 
direct regard for 
our plighted 
faith 
demands 
this, but our 
interest also 
demands 
it.” 
The Secretary 
renews 
his 
argument 
that 
the true policy 
is to disarm the 
Indian, 
and 
afford 
him the full and ample protection of 
our laws, alike against red and white tres­ 
passers and offenders. The disarmed In­ 
dian ceases to be an object of terror, and 
will l>e more inclined to settle down to self­ 
support. 
A year ago we referred at length 
to the scheme of 
establishing Courts 
among the Indian-* for the trial hy their 
own of Indian offenders. 
We then ex­ 
pressed the belief that the plan was a wise 
one, because it would arouse the Indian to 
a sense of responsibility and teach him the 
civilized methods of administering justice. 
From ihe report before us it is learned that 
the plan has worked admirably. Wherever 
such Courts have been established the 
beneficial effects are apparent. Order is 
more easily maintained in such jurisdic­ 
tions, and the rights of person and prop­ 
erty are more secure, and less frequently 
invaded. 
The Judges of these Indian 
Courts—though in several cases the labors 
have been arduous, and have taken the 
men long from their regular employment 
—have been gratuitous. There is every 
reason why the officers of Indian Courts 
should lie paid, as well as those of Terri­ 
torial Courts, hy the General Government. 
The Appropriation Act of last year per­ 
mits Indians to avail themselves of the 
homestead 
law 
and 
gives 
such 
as 
do $1,000 each to aid them in making 
selections, etc. 
This provision is but 
temporary, and must expire with the pres­ 
ent fiscal year. 
It should be made perma- 
ment. 
In this connection the Secretary 
-ays: “ Much complaint has been made on 
behalf of the Indians, especially in Cali­ 
fornia, that unscrupulous white men have 
pre-empted lands in the occupation of 
Indians, and in some cases where the lands 
were occupied for Indian village farms 
before the cession of California to the 
United States. 
In order to save to these 
Indians the lands in their actual posses­ 
sion, I ordered the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office to refuse to receive 
tilings on lands in the actual possession of 
Indians.” It would appear from the ro[>ort 
that the Indian question is well on the 
road toward peaceable and permanent set­ 
tlement. 
It can now only lie hindered or 
defeated by the unwisdom of Congress. 
There are agencies—as all men know— 
that will he active to prevent Congress 
doing anything 
more to further this 
peaceable settlement. 
These agencies arc 
contractors, whose interests lie in the con­ 
tinuation of the tribal and treaty systems; 
stockmen, who desire to seize upon the 
lands of Indians without compensation ; a 
certain portion of the army, which believes 
:he only good Indian is a dead one; un­ 
scrupulous settlers and frontiersmen, whose 
aim is to occupy lands reserved to the 
Indians; 
political tricksters and wire­ 
pullers, whose interest resides in a con- 
tinned state of agitation in the territorial 
we-t; small fry Congressmen who do not 
consider an obligation on the part of the 
Government to an Indian of any binding 
force; professional lobbyists who will bin- 
derand delay the consideration of Indian 
measures, in order to be bought off’ for a 
clearance of the way, or tvho labor to 
further the selfish ends of contractors.

The Stockton Record inquiring into the 
meaning of the political revolution in this 
State by which the Legislature lias been 
turned back into the hands of the Repub­ 
licans, comes to the conclusion that the re­

lated questions of public policy and the 
false and silly issues raised by mouthing, 
selfish, hypocritical rascals who are as de­ 
void of political as of moral principle, and 
who imagine they can achieve their mer­ 
cenary and ambitious ends by appeals to 
popular passion, prejudice and ignorance.” 
This is hard language; but the rough shell 
contains pregnant truths. 
For, as the 
Record [nits it, the transfer to the Dem­ 
ocracy in the first instance was a rebuke to 
Republican demagogues. 
When their ri­ 
vals attained to power, however, “ the con­ 
trol fell into the hands of Democratic 
demagogues and knaves, and now they arP* 
signally rebuked by the transfer hack to 
the Republican party.

To do so is to free all who 
claim under it from legal restraints.

LOCAL JNTELLIGENCE. 


Police Court. 
The following cases were disposer! of in 
tlu- Police Court yesterday. The first called 
was that of Lottie \Yilliains, a woman of 
the town, a notorious character, and one 
th at frequently figures in the FoPee Court 
for robbing countrym en. She on this oc­ 
casion was charged with being a vagrant. 
It was stated to the Court that there had 
been an agreem ent between the City Attor­ 
ney and the defendant’s counsel that the 
com plaint would he withdrawn providing 
she would leave the town never to return. 
.Tjidge H enry declined to allow the case to 
take that course. H e said the women of 
her class gave the city authorities a great 
am ount of trouble, and so long as this 
woman has been arrested anil a com plaint 
filed, she must stand her trial. The case 
m ust be investigated. 
If she is guilty she 
m ust he punished, and if she is innocent, 
let that fact be established. 
No one has a 
right to compromise a case in this Court 
after a complaint has once been filed. 
Mr. Buckley. Lottie W illiam s’ attorney, 
expressed much surprise at the action of 
the C ourt; said he was not ready to go on 
w ith the case, entered a plea of not guilty 
and demanded a jury trial. The case was 
set for December 3d, and a venire for a jury 
issued. 
K. Jordan, the old man convicted on 
W ednesday of stealing a chicken, was dis­ 
charged on account of his age and infirm i­ 
ties. 
Stella Do Foe, the incorrigible girl of 15 
years who pleaded guilty W ednesday to 
stealing a suit of clothing, appeared for 
sentence. Although young in years, she is 
old in crime, and has been given up by her 
parents, who have come to the conclusion 
that she is incorrigible. She is suffering 
from a loathsome disease. The.)udge, with 
the prisoner's consent, deferred her sentence 
until to-day. 
He said he would try and 
get her placed in a reform school or a Mag­ 
dalen Asylum. 
H. 
U. Brown's case of misdemeanor, vio­ 
lating the health ordinance, was continued 
until the 5th of December. 
The case of Josephine McCabe, charged 
w ith petit larceny, was next called, but the 
defendant was not in Court. 
A bond for 
her appearance had been filed in the sum 
of SJoo, signed by Maggie H am and John 
Brown. 
W hen the signatures were read 
the Judge said; “ W hat, that notorious 
Maggie H am ! she on the bond! I never 
approved such a bond and will not accept 
it." 
A w arrant was im mediately issued 
for the arrest of the woman. 
T he cases of Luke Pierce and H arry 
Lowe, for the robbery of the m illinery 
store at (¡11 J street, formed the next m atter 
for consideration. They have confessed 
the crim e and the examination was merely 
formal. They were held to answ er to the 
Superior Court, with bail fixed at $2,000 
in each case. They are both rathe; good- 
looking young metí about 21 years of age. 
Some tour weeks ago Louis llansche, an 
adm itted 
opium 
fiend, Assaulted 
Mrs. 
Lewick, a landlady at Third and J streets, 
for which he was arrested. The case was 
continued from tim e to time, the prose­ 
cuting witness never appearing. 
llansche 
pleaded guilty on W ednesday, and his at­ 
torney asked a light sentence, stating there 
was nothing in the case. The Judge, how­ 
ever, said he wished to have the prosecut­ 
ing witness appear and investigate the m at­ 
ter. 
He continued the case, and demanded 
th at Mrs. Lewick be brought into Court. 
Tins was done yesterday. H er testimony 
went to show that llansche and three others 
were hi a room in her house sm oking opi­ 
um. She hud forbidden llansche coming 
there. 
The latter, on this occasion, as­ 
saulted 
her, 
but 
in the fight that 
ensued 
between 
them 
llansche 
was 
badly whipped. After sum m ing up all the 
evidence in the case, the Judge said that 
Hansche's only witness, Clark, was an 
opium fiend—be adm itted it on the stand, 
and even if lie had not done so, Ids appear­ 
ance plainly showed that he was a victim 
of that most debasing of all vices. Once a 
victim to the fatal drug, he continued, the 
individual loses all self-resj>eet anil honor, 
and iiW oath is worthless. If all the opium 
fiord- In this city that had testified in the 
Police Court were arrested for perjury, he 
believed there would not be a single one 
left 
He fined H andle $30, or thirty days 
in the County Jail.

DETECTIVE.

On the evening of October 20th the resi­ 
dence of J. R. Hodson, a photographer, 
was burglarized, and a large am ount of 
property stolen. Of this the major part, 
valued at about $1,250, has been recovered 
through the exertions of Mr. Hodson. 
Some two weeks ago a brief and partial ac­ 
count of the detective work of Mr. Hodson 
was published in the local columns of the 
R ecord-U nion, the facts being stated by 
him by request. This statem ent excited 
some apparent jealousy in the Police De­ 
partm ent. it being considered a reflection 
upon the want of ability of the depart­ 
m ent. 
In the evening paper Hodson was 
made sport of, and the idea that a citizen 
not belonging to the police force could 
achieve such a result was contem ptuously 
referred to and bunglingly satirized. Street 
talk also was fostered, reflecting upon 
Hodson, and even going to the extent of 
suggesting that th e w hole thing bad 
been pu t u p as an advertising dodge. Sub­ 
sequently, a long account was published in 
the evening paper, showing how active the 
police force had been in the whole m atter, 
the am ount of shadowing and suspecting it 
had done, and belittling generally the ef­ 
forts o f Hodson, but not denying that he 
had succeeded in recovering m uch of the 
stolen property. The Becokd-Uniox, un­ 
willing to impugn the motives of any one, 
or *o shear any of due credit, deputed a 
representative yesterday to call on Hodson 
and ask him to m ake a full statem ent, 
w hich he did,and the account given below, 
as nearly as is consistent w ith regard to 
space, is in 
his own 
language. This 
statem ent he declares lie can fully substan­ 
tiate, and th at it will be done by thoroughly 
reliable witnesses, if lie is afforded the op­ 
portunity, in the exam inations of prisoners 
about to be had. 
>ir. iiodson's statement. 
On the evening of October 20tli, the 
evening of the grand Republican rally in 
honor of Joseph McKenna, 1 was on horse­ 
back in the procession. W hile riding on 
J street, near Eighth, a young m an I have 
in m y employ rushed up and informed m e 
that m y place had been robbed. 
I rode 
immediately to the police station, but be­ 
fore I arrived there friends of m ine, had 
been at the station and informed the offi­ 
cers of the burglary. 
I put m y horse away, 
and again went out to hunt tip officers to 
endeavor to get them to work. 
It was late 
before 1 could find the Chief, and then 
found him at a dance. 
H e would not go 
w ith me, but stated that lie had detailed 
two officers to look after the m atter. I 
asked him if I could in any way be of 
service to liiui or bis force, but lie sim ply 
advised me to go home and do nothing 
more about it that night. 
It was m idnight 
before an officer arrived, although flic 
burglary was com m itted at 8:30. 
I did all 
I could that night, hunted up all the 
policemen on duty and told them all I 
knew in regard to the m atter. T he first 
officer who arrived at the house, which 
was after 12 o’clock, said he had heard of 
it only ten m inutes before that, and was 
told of it 
BY A PRIVATE CITIZEN. 
Prior to the officers coming to the house 
I had m ade a second trip to the station- 
house, and had given Mr. Coffee, the officer 
on duty, a complete list of all the articles 
stolen. 
I called again the next morning 
before breakfast and asked the m an on 
duty to please have the Chief call at 
m y place at liis earliest convenience, as the 
ladies in the house could give him inform a­ 
tion that no doubt would he of value to a 
detective. I called frequently at the sta­ 
tion-house, giving the officers all the assist­ 
ance 1 could, and became responsible for 
jewelry they wished to use in their work— 
some that W illiam Clark had sold to Hot- 
felter. Told then a lady in the alley had 
seen a thief come out with the box; gave 
them a description of the man and all the 
points I had gathered from m y interview 
with the lady. 
I was quiet and gentle­ 
m anly in all my transactions w ith the 
force, and was constantly on the alert. 
I also told the officers that young Denny 
had been seen in the stairway leading to 
the gallery that niglit by young N athan, 
and that he was accompanied by a larger 
and stouter m an. T hat caused the officers 
to arrest them and some of their confed­ 
erates. 
1 also told the Chief a certain 
young lady, a Miss Mciss, who, with a lady 
companion, was sitting in the passage way 
that evening, saw these same individuals 
rush up and try to get by them . A bout a 
week later, the .Saturday night following, 
while in search of evidence, and w hile in 
No:* k's jewelry store purchasing some arti­ 
cles for my wife to replace those stolen, he 
told me of a suspleious-looking individual 
who had been in liis place the day before, 
trying to sell some jewelry. 
H e said he 
would come in the next day w ith som ething 
better. 
W hile in the store and offering the 
jewelry for sale, Mr. Noack had occasion to 
reach for som ething in the sho.v-rose, and 
in doing s* glanced up street. The indi­ 
vidua!, noticing this, rem arked: “ O h! 
that will be all right; 


T1IE COAST IS CLEAR.” 
W hile Mr. Noack was relating this to me 
a man looked through the window, when 
Noack rem arked. “There he is now.’’ 1 im ­ 
mi diatelv left the store and took a position 
where 1 could watch his movem ents. 
He 
walked up to the corner of Eighth and J 
streets, where he dug up a companion from 
amongst a pile of dry goods boxes. 
I 
shadowed them around town for a couple 
of hours, and followed them into the alley 
between J and K, Sixth and Seventh 
streets, back of the Golden Eagle. 1 had 
be.-ome convinced that they were there, 
and finally caught them burglarizing a 
house, and arrested them , w ith the aid of 
some citizens whom 1 called to my assist­ 
ance. They it sis*c 1, and u was with con­ 
siderable difficulty that the capture was 
made. They had a valise with them and 
I imagined that my jew elry was in it. 
This, however, did not prove to be so when 
it was exam ined at the city ¡irisen. Both 
of those men pleaded guilty to burglarizing 
the house I caught them in ; one went to 
State Prison for six, the other for two 
years. The same night that i made the 
a rr e s t'spoken of 1 arrested another suspi- 
cious-iooking individual after a long chase 
in the willows under the Third-street 
bridge. 
He was afterwards discharged, as 
nothing could be proven against him . 
For three weeks I continuously assisted 
the officers, and was untiring in m y efforts 
to unravel the mystery, and at the end of 
that tim e I found that all the parties ar­ 
rested at my instance had been released 
w ithout my knowing w hether they had 
been exam ined or not 


. 
I WAS DISCOURAGED. 
My wile and friends said to m e : “ If you 
ever expert to recover any of your property 
you will have to do it by your own exer­ 
tions, or that of your friends." H aving 
had a little success in arresting and secur­ 
ing tin' conviction of the two burglars de­ 
scribed. 1 determined to start out and go it 
alone. 
1 provided m yself with three or 
four different costumes, and went of nights 
into that portion of tlie town where I ex­ 
pected such characters as m ight have robbed 
me held "lit, and listened to conversations 
of groups of men; but the first night 1 learned 
nothing. The second night i went into 
Chinese gam bling and lottery bouses, and 
fetched up finally in an opium den mi the 
south side of I street, between Third and 
Fourth. 1 got in behind a group of Chinese 
gamblers and clam bered over a partition. 
1 played the part of a drunk, and the Chi­ 
nam en paid but little attention to me. 
W here i was it was unite d a rk ; all the 
light in the room was th at afforded by the 
tish-oil lam ps burning in 


EM it OF THE oriE M LAYOUTS. 
The conversation was rather disconnected 
and indistinct, but I soon discovered that 
those who were talking were w hite men. 
They were talking about a knock-out and 
glove-tight. The nam e o f" Eon " was fre­ 
quently mentioned, as was also that of 
Gannmi, and som ething about removing 
stuff from trunks. Sonic m an stumbled 
against m y legs, and taking hold of me 
roughly demanded, “ W ho are y o u ? ” 
I 
got upon my feet and said, “ I am Hud­ 
son." Im m ediately there was a commotion 
and a running talk, in w hich m y nam e 
was frequently mentioned. 
1 heard them 
.«wearing and wondering among themselves 
w hether or not I had heard anything; 
w hether I had “ caught on,” etc. ‘Finally 
a burly fellow came forward swearing anil 
threatening me in all kinds of terms. 
1 
saw I was cornered, and so made a decided 
and positive stand. 
I said : “ I w ant m a­ 
terial, not m en. 
I want m y property, 
nothing more." 
After they lia.l abused me 
to their heart’s content, 1 started to go out. 
However, in 
getting through so m any 
sm all rooms, I became tam ed around, ¡mil 


] did not know which way to go to get to the 
j street. Just then two young men passed 
I me, and I followed them . 
They finally 
¡ reached a stairw ay th at led to the sidewalk. 
, They went into a Chinese drug store and 
! each purchased some opium . They put it 
, into tlieir vest pockets and started down I 
| street. 
I followed them unobserved to the 
Fountain Varieties on Second street, be­ 
tween J and K. 
1 took a seat inside, but 
was recognized by a friend who took a seat 
| beside me. 
I told him w hat I was doing. 
I saw a ring on one of the w aiter girls’ 
fingers that I would have sworn was 


THE ONE STOLEN FROM MY WIFE. 
I asked m y friend who the wearer of the 
ring was, and he said “ Lou" somebody— 
the same nam e 1 had heard in the opium 
den. Also the nam e of Gannon was m en­ 
tioned. 
I called to the girl for drinks, in 
order to get a close exam ination of the ring, 
when I became positive that it was part of 
the 
stolen 
jewelry. 
Also, 
I 
believe 
1 
liad 
seen 
the 
diam ond 
earrings 
in tlie ears of 
a 
girl who carried 
drinks to the boxes. 
Later I saw a gentle­ 
m an whom J knew by the nam e of Fritz 
spending money lavishly, and knowing him 
lo be poor, or w ithout means, I disclosed 
m yself to him . This appeared to astonish 
him very m uch. 
I then asked him if he 
knew me. H e said, “ Y es: von are the 
photographer." 
I asked him* if he knew 
who. 
H e replied, “ Yes; Mr. H odson.” 
I 
asked him where he got the money he was 
spending. 
H e replied he was a machinist, 
and building locomotives in the depot. 
1 
contradicted him , and he then said htTliad 
got money from Germany. 
I says, “ Old 
fellow, there’s som ething wrong here." Lou 
came along on the opposite side just then and 
1 was interested in getting another view of 
the ring. W hen 1 turned again Fritz was 
missing, and I have always been oí the 
opinion that he reported at the bar that 
Hodson was present in disguise, which was 
apparent to m e by the m otions towards me 
and their continual watch to the close of 
the performance. As 1 passed out there 
was no one in the bar-room, they having 
all gone into the auditorium . 
I followed 
that niglit some persons th at I was suspi­ 
cious o f until I lost track of them . 
Then 
I returned to the Ale V aults at T hird and 
J streets, and found my disguise so perfect 
that I deceived my friend who had given 
m e the privilege of his room for dressing 
purposes. 
1 returned hom e about 2 a . m. 
1 told Mrs. Hodson I had seen some of her 
jewelry ; also told her I should go to the 
parties I suspected the next day. 
At 1 r. 
4. 
next day I called on H enry D enny at 
lis room in the Nevada building, J, Second 
and Third. 
I asked the landlady where 
D enny’s room was. She did not tell me, 
ju t asked w hat 1 wanted. 
I told her I 
Wanted to see him . She asked who I was. 
4 told her Hodson. She said, 


“ i ’l l GO AND SEE HIM .” 
tn a few mom ents she returned, and told 
me to go in a certain room, and she would 
lend him in. 
I waited some tim e. She 
Woke him u p ; he dressed and cam e in in 
liis shirt sin v es. i .-...Id, “ You are Denny ?’’ 
“ Yes.” 
“ I’m Hodson.” 
“ Y es?” 
I told 
him I had come to talk relative to the rob­ 
bery of my premises, lie declared lie know 
nothing of it. 
I m ade a proposition that I 
would drop ten $20-pieces in his hand if he 
could restore all the stuff to me in the con­ 
dition it was taken. 
H e was sorry, lie said, 
but he could do nothing for me. 
I then 
told him of the damage that had been done 
the fam ily by the fright, appealed to his 
sym pathy, and told him it was not the 
value of the goods, but that certain portions 
were heirlooms. This, however, was false 
in a measure. 
Denny rem arked, “ W ell, 
Mr. Hodson, you’ve come here like a man, 
without a herd of officers behind you. 
I 
had a m other once myself.” 
H e seemed 
very m uch affected, 
but yet was loth to 
give 
any evidence. I then 
told him of 
m udi of the Tnfbririaiion' T haiF riTitaiiied. 
H ad evidence enough, I said, and would 
iike 
to 
have 
him 
act 
in harm ony 
with 
me. 
I 
also 
told 
him 
where I 
had been, and w hat I 
had 
seen, and again appealed to his sym pathy. 
He said, “ Excuse me a m inute, until I get 
the m em orandum .” 
He soon returned 
with one of the postal cards w hich 1 had 
had printed describing the jew elry. The 
top. w hich showed the reward, was cut off. 
I asked him w here lie got it. 
lie said 
officer Jackson had given it to him at the 
jail, at the same tim e offering him $50 if 
he would restore the stolen property. The 
reward, however, at the top of the card was 
$20u. I then

the jew elry 
was 
in the 
trunks, and 
that 
one

had por­ 
tions of it, he diil 
not deny it. but

1 urged that hour, being desirous 
of clearing it all up that week, this being 
Saturday. 1 then got the privilege of rooms 
over Sepulveda's drug store. Second and K 
streets, to watch their meeting in the Or­ 
leans building, where Dolieney roomed, 
Mrs. Hodson and Mr. Sepulveda being the 
only parties knowing where I was.

object was to watch the m ovem ents of the 
men, fearing they would remove m y goods 
from the building where I then supposed 
they were stowed away.

slower than mine, and in consequence he 
was not on tim e, and 1 did not wait for 
him .

tively declined tb give me any further facts 
regarding Reeves. 
I grew more earnest, 
and demanded that he should do so. W hen 
1 told him that I was positive Beeves did 
the robbing, he replied: “ Yes, he did. The 
door of the room w here lie got the plunder 
was a little ajar, and he walked in arid did 
the business.

satire, and again sneer at the effort of a cit­ 
izen to unearth crime.

We find 
by a similar calculation that 
if the 
sun were itself one solid block of coal, it 
would have burned out to the hist cinder 
in less time than man has certainly been 
on the eartli. 
But during historic times 
there has as surely been no noticeable dimi­ 
nution of the sun’s heat, for the olive and 
the vine grow just as they did three thou­ 
sand years ago, and the hyjiothesis of an 
actual burning becomes untenable. 
It lias 
been supposed bv some that meteors strik­ 
ing the solar surface might generate heat 
by their impact, just as a cannon-ball fired 
against an armor-plate causes a flash of 
light, and a heat so sudden and intense as 
to partly melt the ball at the instant of 
concussion. This is probably a real source 
of heat-supply as far as it goes, but it can­ 
not go very fa r; 
indeed, if our whole 
world should fall upon the solar surface 
like an 
immense 
projectile, gathering 
speed as it fell, and finally striking (as it 
would) with the force due to a rate of over 
three hundred miles a seeond, the heat de­ 
veloped would supply the sun for but little 
more than sixty years.—[Professor Lang­ 
ley in December Century.

F o rt D o n elso n R e a d y fo r R a ttle . 
In (¡enera! Lew Wallace's illustrated 
account of the battle of Fort Donelson, in 
tlio December Century, he says: 
“ The 
litii of February, lSb2, dawned darkly 
after a thunder-storm. 
Pacing tbs para­ 
pets of the work on the hill above the in­ 
i' ; formed by the junction of Hickman’s 
creek and the Cumberland river, a senti­ 
nel, in the serviceable butternut jeans uni­ 
form of the Confederate army of the 
West, might that day have surveyed Fort 
Donelson almost ready for battle. 
In fact, 
very little was afterwards done to it. 
I'here were the two water batteries sunk 
in the northern face of the hluHj about 
thirty fed alane the river; in the lower 
battery nine tliirty-two-pounder guns and 
one ten-inch Columliaid, and in the upper 
another (Jolumbiad, bored and rifled as a 
tliirty-two-pounder, and two thirty-two- 
pouuder carroñados. These guns lay be­ 
tween the embrasures, in -m i: revetment 
ot sand in coflee-sieks, flanked right and 
left with -tout traver- 
The Satisfa tio i 
of the .entry could hive been nowise 
diminished at seeing the backwater lying 
deep in the creek : a more ¡lorfcct ditch 
against assault could not have been con­ 
struí ted. The fort itself was of good profile, 
and admirably adapted to the ridge it 
crowned. 
Around it, on the landward 
sale, ran the -rifle-phs, a continuous hut 
irregular line of log-, covered with yellow 
clay. 
From Hickman's creek they ex­ 
tended far around to the little run just 
outside the town on tlie south. 
If the sen­ 
try thought the pits looked shallow, he 
w:l- solaced to sec that they followed the 
coping of the ascent.-, seventy n r eighty 
feet in bight, up which a foe must charge, 
and that, where they were weakest, thev 
were strengthened by treis felled outwardly 
in front of them, so that the interlacing 
linii-s and branches seemed impassable by 
men under fire. 
At point- inside the out­ 
works on the inner slopes of the hills, d ■­ 
fended thus from view of an enemy as well 
as from Iris shot, lay the lints and Ing- 
1 muses (if tiic garrison. 
Here and there 
groups of later comers, shivering in their 
wet blanket-, were visible in a bivouac so 
checrlcs- that not 
even 
morning fires 
could relieve it. 
A little music would 
have helped their sinking spirits, but there 
was one. 
F.ven the picturesque effect of 
gay uniforms arc wanting. 
In fine, the 
t onfedi rate sentinel on the ramparts that 
morning, taking in the whole scene, knew 
t lie jolly, rollicking picnic days of the \v ir 
were over.’’ 


S u n d a y v-nooTiN it in N e w J e r s e y . — 
The section of the New Jersey game laws 
which applies to Sunday shooting isas fol­ 
lows: "T hat hereafter any person who 
shall hunt with a gun, or with a dog and 
gun, or with any kind of firearm or 
weajHin, or -hall in any way kill, take or 
destroy with any trap, snare or other de­ 
vice 
whatsoever, any bird or animal

aided by five pretty girls in Clarissa Har- 
lowe hats and print gowns, made cighteen- 
ccntury fashion, served refreshments.

ance on the street in m¡1*1 weather his 
figure, omitting the face, neck and hands, 
is concealed by fourteen articles of wearing 
apparel, which, for convenience, can lie 
rlassed as follows: Overwear: Hat, coat, 
vest, pants, suspenders ami shoes; under­ 
wear: neck-tie, collar, cuffs, ‘shirt, under­ 
shirt, drawers, socks, sock -suspenders and a 
handkerchief to top off with. To secure 
these things against fallingoff' in the street 
neither [tins nor strings are used, buttons 
alone serving 
the 
purpose. 
Properly 
■peaking, the man’s outfit is not yet com­ 
plete, for he has to carry with him a watch 
and chain, a pocket-book, lead pencil, 
knife, matches, toot hoicks, kevs, small 
change, cigars, comb, bills paid and un­ 
paid, memorandums, car tickets, commis­ 
sion as Deputy Marshal or Deputy Sherifi' 
and letters of either a private or business 
nature. 
For places in which to carry this 
assortment he has fifteen pockets distributed 
as follows: 
In the 
coat, five—outside 
breast, inside breast, two in the tail and 
one for ear 
tickets; 
vest, upper and 
lower on each outside breast, and one in­ 
side; pants, two sides, two liip and one 
watch pocket.

MIS'S EMMA NEVADA. 
A I'aris corresjKindent of tbe New Or­ 
leans Picayune in a recent letter, said: 
Miss Fmma Nevada, who goes to America 
under engagement with Mapleson, achieved 
great success at the Norwich festival last 
week. 
All the London critics praised her 
in high terms, and at the finish the Prince 
and Princess of Wales sent for her and 
gave her their personal congratulations. 
This was the first time Nevada cvcr sang 
in oratorio; some people predicted her 
failure, but she disapjniinted them. 
It 
was a great undertaking, the following in 
the footsteps of Albani, Tietjcns, Picco- 
lomini, Viurdot-Garcia, Grisi and Mali- 
bran, all of whom had previously appeared 
at Norwich, but the talented American 
proved herself equal to the occasion.,, felie 
sang the leading soprano roles in “Elijah,” 
in the “Messiah” and Gounod’s “Redemp­ 
tion ;” also in tlio “ Rose of Sharon,” com­ 
posed especially for this festival. This was 
Nevada’s greatest success, as it was her 
first 
“ creation.” 
The libretto of the 
“ Rose of Sharon” is composed wholly 
from the Bible, and mainly from the Song 
of Solomon, and Joseph Bennett, of the 
London Telegraph, lias done his work very- 
well indeed. 
In the holy book there are 
only two personages, King Solomon and 
the"Sulamite, but in the grandly dramatic 
oratorio there are no fewer than six—the 
Sulamite (soprano), a woman (contralto), 
the Beloved (tenor), Solomon (baritone), 
an Elder (bass) and an officer. 
With 
these people Mr. Bennett tells us an East­ 
ern love story of wonderful dramatic inter­ 
est, and to this beautiful recital, which 
shows how constant true love may remain 
under serious temptation, Mr. McKenzie 
has written some music which has the ring 
of real genius about it. 
From the first 
note to the last this music is instinct with 
le. feu nacre, and is such that by its nature 
the merest amateur can understand each 
scene as its comes upon the stage. 
More­ 
over, it is full of an Oriental local color, 
which lends grace anil typical freshness to 
a form which might otherwise prove to he 
monstrous. There are villagers on their 
way to the 
fields and 
vineyards, a 
kingly 
procession 
with 
all 
the at­ 
tendant 
jxmip 
and outward 
signs of 
royalty. 
Jerusalem, Solomon’s harem and 
maidens dancing before the kiug and his 
household; the procession of the Ark, and 
finally a rural scene of rejoicing ; all these 
painted with tones of stringed instruments, 
tiie organ, timbals, trumpets and trom­ 
bones. 
As for tbe singing, nothing could 
be more exquisite and yet sorrowfully 
tender than the Sulamite’s “ The Lord is 
My Shepherd,” when she is a prisoner in 
the palace. 
Nothing more full of love and 
abiding faith than her “ My Beloved is 
Mine and I am H is;” nothing more earn­ 
est and manly than the airs sung by the 
tenor, and nothing more soul-stirring or 
loyal than the “ God Save the K ing” of 
the 
people 
when 
Solomon 
appears.

HEALTH AND 
ITS KEEPING. 


Now good digestion wait on appetite. 
And health on both.—[Macbeth. 
Kircher originated the germ theory of 
infectious diseases 200 years ago, and not 
Pasteur, as it is supposed, in modern days. 
An invitation to hold its next meeting 
at Vienna has been accepted by the Inter­ 
national C ongress of Hygiene, which has 
concluded its fifth session, held this year at 
The Hague, most successfully. 
The value of crushed ice as a dressing 
for burns and scalds, first pointed out by 
Sir James Earle, is confirmed by Dr. Rich­ 
ardson. The ice, after being reduced by 
crushing or scraping to a fine state of 
division as dry as possible, is mixed with 
fresh lard into a paste, which is placed in 
a thin cambric bag and laid upon the 
burn. This is said to banish all pain un­ 
til the mixture lias so far melted that a 
fresh dressing is necessary. 
The Scientific Press refers to a case in 
which the Board of Health of Amsterdam, 
N. Y., recently investigated an outbreak of 
diphtheria, from which two children died, 
a third, who was attacked, recovering. 
The disease was traced to a pet kitten, with 
which a little girl played while the animal 
was sick with a swollen throat and dis­ 
charge from the nose. 
The cat died. The 
child was taken sick aud died. Another 
girl played with, a doll which had belonged 
to the deceased child ; she was also taken 
sick and died. Still another contracted 
the disease without other means or com­ 
munication than the doll. The hitter was 
suj)[Kised to have been disinfected. 
Basing his views on very wide experi­ 
ence, those of Sir Joseph Favrer on the 
treatment of snake jxiisoning are far from 
encouraging: “ To conceive of an antidote 
(as that term is usually understood) wc 
must conceive of a substance so subtle as 
to follow, overtake, and neutralize the 
poison in the blood, and that shall have 
the [lower of counteracting or neutralizing 
the poisonous and deadly influence it lias 
exerted on vital force. Much a substance 
lias still to be found, nor does our present 
experience of drugs give hopeful anticipa­ 
tion that we shall find it.” 
Six years ago 
he expressed that opinion, and it appears 
tie has since seen no reason to modify it.— 
[New York Times. 
Some of the most eminent physicians of 
Montreal say that a great many ladies and 
children have been attacked after their re­ 
turn from summer rests, whether seashore 
or inland, with typhoid and malarial levers 
and diphtheria. 
There are many such 
cases in which the patients are in immi­ 
nent peril at present. 
The origin of these 
diseases is a mystery to even medical ex­ 
perts, as those who are suffering reside 
in well-sewered and properly-ventilated 
houses. A prominent surgeon, when asked 
his opinion of the cause, could attribute it 
to nothing but shutting up the houses 
while the residents were absent, thereby 
making their interiors damp and unwhole­ 
some.—[Toronto Mail. 
Ever since it became known that Mr.

Therefore, if an elderly person 
would live long and be free of aches and 
pains, and Ik* calm in mind—for that is a 
great desideratum—he or she must live 
abstemiously, more or less. — [Cassell's 
Magazine.

The notion is widely prevalent that it is 
unhealthy to eat late at night or just be­ 
' fore retiring. This came from the severe 
denunciation of “ late suppers, ’’ contained 
in nearly all the old popular works on diet. 
¡ The argument in these publications was 
not directed against what was involved in 
the late supper, at a period when the 
revelers slipped from their chairs ami 
spent the night under the table, or were 
carried by waiting lackeys insensible to 
their beds. 
It was the midnight debauch that was 
the object of attack, :md even here it was less 
the gluttony than the drunkenness which 
alarmed the doctors and called fortli their 
reprehension. A man may induce apoplexy 
bv gorging himself with food at any hour 
of the day, but the bottle after bottle of 
heavy wine or the bowls of hot punch at 
the evening revel were what did the busi­ 
ness for most who ran a brief career of 
dissipation to an untimely grave. 
Man is the only animal that can be 
taught to sleep quietly on an empty stom­ 
ach. 
The brute creation resent all efforts 
to coax them to such a violation of the 
laws of nature. 
The lion roars in the 
forest until he has found his prey, and 
when he has devoured it he sleeps over 
until he needs another meal. 
The horse 
will ]iaw all night in the stable, and the 
pig will squeal in the pen, refusing all 
rest or sleep until they are fed. 
The ani­ 
mals which chew the cud have their own 
provision for a late meal just before drop­ 
ping off' to their night slumbers. 
Man can train himself to the habit of 
sleeping without a preceding meal, but 
only after long years of practice. As he 
comes into the world nature is too strong 
for him, and he must lie fed before lie will 
sleep. 
A child’s stomach is small, and 
when perfectly filled, if no sickness dis­ 
turbs it, sleep follows naturally and in­ 
evitably. As digestion goes on the stomach 
begins to empty. 
A single fold in it will 
make the little sleeper restless; two will 
awaken it, and if it is hushed again to re­ 
pose the nap is short, and three folds put 
an end to the slumber. 
Paregoric or other 
narcotic may close its eyes again, but with- 
put either food or some stupefying drug it 
will not sleep, no matter how healthy it 
may be. 
Not even an angel who learned 
the art of minstrelsy in a celestial choir 
can sing a babe to sleep on an empty sto­ 
mach. 
We use the oft-quoted illustration, “sleep­ 
ing as sweetly as an infant,” because the 
slumber of a child follows immediately 
after its stomach is completely filled with 
wholesome food. 
This sleep which comes 
to adults long hours after partaking of food, 
and when the stomach is nearly or quite 
empty, Ls not after the type of infantile re­ 
pose. 
There is all the difference in tiie 
world between the sleep of refreshment and 
the sleep of exhaustion. 
To sleep well, the blood that swells the 
veins in the head during our busy hours 
must flow back, leaving a greatly dimin­ 
ished volume behind the brow that lately 
throbbed with such vehemence. To digest 
well, this blood is needed at the stomach 
and near the fountains of life. 
It is a fact 
established beyond the possibility of con­ 
tradiction that sleep aids digestion, and 
that the process of digestion is conducive 
to refreshing sleep. 
It needs no argument 
to convince us of this mutual relation. 
The drowsiness which always follows a 
well-ordered meal is itself u testimony of 
nature to this independence. 
The waste of human life by the neglect 
of the lesson is very great. The daily 
wear ami tear of the liody might he re­ 
stored more fully than it usually is if this 
simple rule was not systematically violated. 
Sleep is wonderfully recuperative, hut it 
may lie shorn of half its benefits by un­ 
favorable conditions. Foul air in the bed­ 
chamber leaves the sleeper almost as ex­ 
hausted in the morning as when, weary 
with the day’s labor, he sank upon the bed. 
A gnawing stomach, empty of food, takes 
out of the nightly sleep that refreshing 
sense of comfort which properly belongs to 
it. 
It leaves the blood to throb in the 
heated brow and haunts the sleep with an 
ever-present source of disquiet. 
It is like 
the sleep which the mother takes while 
her sick child is under the care of watch­ 
ers in another room. An uneasy stomach 
is just like an aching heart in its effect 
upon the nightly repose. 
A healthy person who goes to bed on a 
full stomach will always wake in the morn­ 
ing with a better appetite for his breakfast. 
If dinner i- eaten in the middle of the day 
:uid a light supper is served at 6 in the 
afternoon a hearty luncheon should be 
provided at 10 in the evening, or just 
before the hour of retiring. 
The rule 
should be to eat at the last moment before 
going to bed, whatever that hour may be. 
And this latest meal should not "be of 
“ light” viands, as this phrase is commonly 
understood. 
The less a person eats at anv 
time of cake or pie, or the countless flum­ 
meries that go to make up a fancy tea- 
table, the better, but none of these should 
he eaten at bedtime. Cold chicken, cold 
roast beef, corned beef, or wholesome meat 
of any kind, with well-baked bread and 
blitter (sauce and pickle will do no harm) 
will serve the substantial requisites for the 
collation. 
Milk is perhaps the best of all 
where the pure article can be obtained. 
If condensed milk is used it should be 
mixed with warm or hot witter, instead of 
cold, and eaten before it cools. 
W ith 
bread and fruit (baked apples will serve 
when berries and peaches fail) this makes 
a very wholesome evening meal. 
All persons should be very cautious when 
they reform their habits in this respect. A 
mouthful or two each night at first is all 
that should be attempted, gradually in­ 
creasing the quantity until luncheon be- 
conies a pretty substantial meal. 
If indi­ 
gestion follows at any time, chewing the 
meat of one or two peach bits (for the 
prussic acid in them) after eating is better 
than sending for a doctor. 
W ith a clear 
conscience and a full stomach, any man in 
tolerable health may derive from 
his 
nightly sleep that recuperation 
which 
ought to ciimc from this sweet restorer of 
life’s daily wear and waste.—[D. M. Stone 
in New York Journal of Commerce.

REPORT OI' STATE SUPERINTEND­ 


ENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


Interestiiij; S ta tistics R e la tiv e to Hie

Californ ia. 


W m . T. Wek-ker, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, lets made liis report 
for the^cfcool year ending June 30,1884, 
and the printing of the -am e lias just been 
completed at the State Printing Office. It 
is a boek of 100 pages, and full of statisti­ 
cal summaries, ami shows tbg actual and 
comparative condition and progress ot the 
public schools of the State from 1850 to the 
present tim e. According to his report the 
num ber of w hite boys, between the ages of 
5 and 
17, is 117,304; 
girls, 113,1 0 5 - 
total, 232,409. This is an increase over 
1883 of 18,041. 
Negro children, 1,304, 
an increase of 184 
Indian children, 853, 
an increase of 11. Total num ber of census 
children, 235,072, an increase of 10,342. 
N um ber of children under 5 years, 57,045, 
an increase of 1,153. 
Total num ber of 
children under 17 years. 323,315. an increase 
in the past year of 20,495. The average 
num ber of children 
attending 
public 
schools during the year was 120,133. Num ­ 
ber of census children attending private 
schools, 17,953. Total num ber of census 
children who did not attend any school 
during the school year. 53,552. In explana­ 
tion of the last figures the Superintendent 
says: “ Hv the above table it appears that 
53.552 census children did notattend school 
during the year ending June 30, 1884; or 
alm ost one-fourth of the children would 
seem to be growing up w ithout education. 
P ut so disastrous a conclusion is by no 
m eans warranted by the real facts. Census 
children are those between 5 and 17 ; but 
the law empowers Trustees to exclude all 
un d er 0 years of age. Hut few under 7 
years attend; many parents do not send 
their children until they are 0, 10, and some 
even 12 years of age. Again, vast num ­ 
bers of children who have attended from 
to 14 years of age are withdrawn mostly 
because of the necessities of their parents, 
and to learn trades or business of some 
kind; 
and these, although still census 
children for three years, have already at 
tended during seven years. O thers an 
w ithdraw n for a year or more at. a time 
from ill health, who have attended and 
will again. 
Moreover, there are some who 
expect to attend after they shall be 17 years 
old.” 
The Census M arshals reported the nativ­ 
ity of 319,286 children not more than seven­ 
teen ' years of age.

If it should be thought that the expense 
of educating the young people of the State 
are large, it may he well to reflect that it is 
largely cue, in fact altogether due, to the 
great extent of the State and the thinness 
of the population. The perm anent inter­ 
ests of the commonwealth require that all 
the children shall have the opportunities 
of a free edit cation, and that ignorance and 
vice shall, as far as may he, he prevented 
from the schools. This makes it necessary 
to spread the network of the public in­ 
struction wherever there are any people. 
California lias adopted a generous and lib­ 
era! policy in the matter, but not more 
generous and liberal than wise. W herever 
there is a school district containing ten 
censa» children, provision is made for a 
school. 
W herever there are ticenty, the 
sam e provision is made as for scrc.nlii census 
children, and the expense will be no more 
until there shall be more than seventy, than 
at present. 
This will allow for an immense 
increase of population without an increase 
o f expense. 
Meanwhile, the inestimable 
benefits of education will not have been de­ 
nied to any. 
Much chivalrous 
sentim entalism ba­ 
been exercised in annunciating and sus­ 
taining the proposition that a woman 
should receive the same compensation as a 
m an for the same work. 
But neither sen­ 
tim ent nor yet positive statutes (unless 
in consonance with the fundam ental prin­ 
ciples at work in society) can control the 
inevitable laws of trade. The salaries for 
the men are now. ail over the t nioti. too 
low to retain the services of cxpcricnc. 1 
teachers, except the few win* are 
i n d i s ­ 
pensable as Brincipals of large -chools. 
The women come in and underbid the 
m en and drive them off. and the num bers 
pressing into the ranks are so great, and 
the competition of woman against woman 
is growing so sharp, that soon only the in­ 
ferior ones will he found in service. 
This disastrous state of affairs m ust he 
provided against. 
It will not. do to allow 
that profession which is of the most value 
to the people to he so organized and con­ 
ducted that its control will inevitably fall 
into the hands of tlso least competent. We 
m ust have the inestimable advantage of 
experienced teachers; we must have n u n 
and women ab. it in the proportion in 
w hich nature lias introduced litem into the 
world, i. e., in about equal numbers, and 
wo m ust have them contented. 
A system o f instruction given entirely 
by one sex will be one—id.ed. narrow, di- 
torted and inefficient. 
The characteristics 
peculiar to each sex m ust have Oppon unity 
to be observed, and the iifeas peculiar to 
each sex m ust have play in a system of 
education, if it is to be sound, healthy and 
hom ogeneous. 
Charles K. Bishop, Superintendent o f the 
schools in Sacram ento county, in lus letter 
to the State Superintendent, sa y s: 
” Jn re­ 
gard 
to 
the general prosperity o f lit” 
schools o f Sacramento county, I am pleased 
to be able tG state that there seem s to be a 
growing interest and more attention paid 
to them than i.u years past. 
Three new 
districts have been formed during the past 
year in this county; in two o f them the 
citizens have voluntarily raised the m oney 
to build good schoohhouses, and furnish 
them with suitable apparatus and furni­ 
ture. 
W ith but few exceptions, the schools 
o f this county are supplied with suitable 
furniture and in good condition, 
t have 
labored faithfully to preserve ih e library

MERCHANDISE KETOKT. 


N ew sp ap e r M en. 
The San Jose Herald of Tuesday last, in 
an article under the head of “A Glimpse ot 
the Noted Editors of the Coast,” has the 
following to say in regard to two m en well 
known in this com m unity : 
The editors of newspapers are. as a rule, 
the most m odest and unassum ing m en— 
outside the columns for which they write— 
that can be found in any com m unity : and 
hence it is a rare thing that they are widely 
known. There are very few persons out­ 
side the newspaper fraternity who are ac­ 
quainted with half the leading editorial 
writers of this Stat \ An editor s obscurity 
comes from the im personal nature of his 
work. It is a rare thing that a newspaper 
editor is also a magazine w riter or appears 
an where over his signature. In this State 
arc some of the ablest and brightest editors 
in the United States, but tbev can, with 
careful pruning, be counted on the fingers. 
The recent death of Samuel Seabough, an 
editorial w riter for the San l-'raneiseo 
Chronicle, removed one of the brightest 
lights of the profession. 
This singular 
m an was handsom e, grey and care-worn. 
He wits a hard drinker. H e was practically 
a recluse, having only two companions— 
his faithful dogs. 
These intelligent ani­ 
mals lived with him in perfect fellowship. 
Seabough’s learning was profound and liis 
memorv rem arkable. 
H e never forgot and 
seldom made a mistake. 
H is versatility 
was incomparable, and on rare occasions a 
gleam of lium or would shine through the 
solid thoughts th at flowed from his pen ; 
but the hum or was heavy and solid. H e 
drifted to San Francisco, where he was 
employed by Charles De \ oung. H e was 
frequently discharged and as often was 
given a position on the Bulletin until such 
time as De Young should relent, when he 
would again return to the old post. Of late 
years he had held the I 'hroniclc position 
steadily, but by reason of the uncertainty 
of his habite lie never received the salary 
that his high talents deserved. 
A nother exceedingly able editorial w riter 
is Parsons, late of the R fcohd-I mom. This 
m an’s style is charm ing for its grace, force 
and purity. H e m ay be considered the 
m ost 
elegant newspaper writer in the 
U nited States. W ith this finish of style lie 
combines a rare classical education that is, 
perhaps, superior to Seabough’s. 
H e is 
nowhere more at home than in discussions 
o f classic subjects, and this does not detract 
iroin his practical knowledge. An anom ­ 
aly presents itself in the peculiarity of 
his hand-writing. H is penm anship is so 
m inute th at it cannot be read at all without 
a magnifying glass except by the best eyes. 
This is the style of his eliirograpby as it 
existed a few years ago, and it is not known 
that he has reformed it. 
lie can easily 
write an article in one-fourth the space it 
would require in small type. The older 
printers of this roast rem em ber an amusing 
circumstance that arose out of this extraor­ 
dinary habit of Parsons’. A strange printer 
held a ease one night, and had never 
heard 
of Parsons’ 
rem arkable 
hand­ 
writing. 
A pirre of Parsons’ copy tell 
to him during the course of the evening. 
The compositor looked at it. turned it 
upside down, held it close to the light, at 
last realized that it was really intended for 
writing, and then deliberately, like a good 
, suJdier, set to work to unravel the mysicry. 
He succeeded in setting a line or two. when 
his patience suddenly gave way. 
W ithout 
saying a word he went on with his type­ 
setting w ithout reference to the copy, and in 
due time dumped liis stickful into the 
galley. Then he resignedly awaited devel­ 
opments, for he had laid a terrible mine. 
W hen at last the galley was proved and 
the proof started out to Parsons, the new 
compositor’s sad face brightened, and he 
took down liis coat and hat and put them 
On. W hen the proof came back it was 
accompanied by a forcible note from the 
editor,expressing indignation in every line. 
Everybody looked around for the strange 
printer. He had incited into the darkness 
and was never seen again. The m atter lie 
had set was a melange of the vilest, most 
profane, wittiest, most cutting and insulting 
epithets for the man who would write such 
copy as wafrgiven him to set. The boys in 
the composing-room slyly took another 
proof, and the m atter was printed and cir­ 
culated broadcast am ong the fraternity.

It is one of th e m ost rem arkable p roper­ 
ties of th at wonilerftil product, paper, th a t 
it ean l>e split in to two or th ree even parts, 
how ever th in th e sheet. 
W e have seen a 
leaf of th e Illustrated „\ctrs th u s divided into 
th ri" parts, or th ree th in leaves. 
One 
oon-lstcd of th e surface on w hich th e en­ 
gravings are p rin te d ; an o th er was th e side 
containing tUe letter-press, :tud a perfectly 
blank piece on each side was th e paper 
th at lay betw een. 
M anv people who have 
not seen th is done m ig h t th in k it im possi­ 
ble ; y et it is not only possible, hu t e x ­ 
trem ely e.asy, ¡t< w- 
will show. 
G et a 
piece of plate-glass, and place on it a sheet 
of p a p er; th en let th e latter lie thoroughly 
soaked. 
W ith care and a little d ex terity 
th e sheet can be sp lit bv th e top surface 
being rem oved. 
But th e best plan is to 
paste a piece o f cloth or strong paper to 
each side of th e sheet to lie split. 
W hen 
dry, violently and w ithout hesitation pull 
th e tw o pieces asunder, w hen p art of th e 
sheet will lie found to have adhered to one 
and 
p art 
to 
th e 
oth er. 
Soften 
th e 
paste in w ater and th e pieces can he 
easily 
rem oved 
from 
th e cloth. 
T h e 
process 
is 
generally dem onstrated 
as 
a 
m atter of 
curiosity, y et it can he 
utilized in various ways. 
If we w ant to 
paste in a scrap-book a new spaper article 
p rin ted on both sides of Ihe paper, and
